Vroat and Frnlt. 


The frosts of April will thin out some 


of the fruit crops. Reports come from 
l>Ve»no county that raisin grapes havo 
been seriously affected, and that hard- 
ly more than half a crop can be ex- 
pected from a very large area In that 
county. The first reports are generally 
modified by subsequent ones of a more 
favorable character. 
Ijast 
year the 


Fresno raisin men had a larger product 
thun they could sell at any margin of 
profit. Perhaps the thinning out of the 
grape crop in that county by 30 to 40 
per cent, would not be much of a cal- 
amity, provided the thinning process 
were evenly distributed. 
. It Ii not unusual to have a succes- 
sion erf frosts In April, reaching over to 
the first week In May. The frosts on

were probably as severe as any during 
the present month.

DUease in Milk. 


The tuberculin test applied at the 


Alms House in Ban Francisco revealed 
thf fact that two-thrds of the cows at 
that institution were affected by tu- 
berculoslB and were killed. Every one 
of these cows were breeder* of con- 
sumption.

An Important Decision. 


The first decision affirming the four 


years' term for county officials, has Just 
been rendered by Judge Buckles of 
Solano. The case will be (taken to the 
Supreme Court, for until the decision 
of this court of last resort, nothing is 
permanently settled. The Buckles flnd- 
Imr Increase*! the probability that the 
law is valid, and that it actually does 
extend the terra of most of the county- 
ofllces for four years. 


It is a case of so much public. Im- 


portance that 4t ought to be advanced 
on the docket of the Supreme Court. 
If taken up In regular order, it prob- 
ably could not be reached In that tri- 
bunal until long after the usual time 
of holding county elections. Suppose 
the Supreme Court, -taking the case up 
in its regular order, should reverse the 
Solano decision, sometime next winter? 
Nnt a county officer would have been 
elected under the two years' term, nor 
would there be any provision for an 
election for many months thereafter. 
Now,

But although Dr. Lumlle thus connects 


rig-lLt hHtidednoss and left Imndedness with 
anatomical and physiological facts, In- 
stead of n-nrarilinif it aa an accident or 
the result of training, lie does not rocom- 
meml that wo should leave the other hand 
.iltotfether helpless. He gives the follow- 
ing excellent advice on this point: 


"When a child displays a decided pref- 


erence for the use of the left hand, it is, 
as ive ha\e seen, useless to mako forcible 
efforts to suppress It. By all means, let 
the rijrht hand !*• trained in writing, in 
using knife and spoon at tablp, and in as 
many actions usually right handed as can 
be i-asily superintended. But the use of 
the left on other occasions should not be 
prevented: this will only diminish Its 
trji'iing and Ha aptitude without greatly 
Inci easing the dexterity of the right. 
"There seems to be no good reason why 


right handed people should not attain 
some of the ambidexterity which is usu- 
ally the privilege only of the left handed. 
A little trouble expended in practicing 
wltli the left hand, as well as the right, 
Um.wfng, drawing and other common 
movements requiring skill, would be re 
-.vai'ied by a much increased ut;ef illness 
of that generally neglected member 
If 


theie is a natural preference for the rhrht 
liaml. It Is probable that no amount of 
!>r.ii tire would make the left equally ex- 
peri in notions thnt have once been well 
acquired by the right. But the experience 
tit i lie 'left handed seems to show that it 
Is «ell worth while for the right handed 
to mve more attention to their despised 
left hands than they usually do."-

One of these engines Is sutliclent to do 
the work required, the second being pro- 
vided In case of accident or to be run 
while the llrst Is being cleaned. Each 
engine is run a month at a time. It I* 
then shut down and receives whatever 
attention may be required, while the 
other, by simply opening a valve. Is put 
in motion In a. moment. 


While the weight of these engines 
runs up into hundreds of tons, 
the 


greatest marvels about them are their 
simplicity and their perfection. While 
they aiv pushing thousands of tons o£ 
water for a distance of twenty miles 
and making It breast some of the steep- 
est hills in the county, yet they do not 
make so much noise as a sowing ma- 
chine. 


The engines have all the modern im- 


fltt and W. F. Boardman, respectively, 
the last mentioned, the engineer who 
has charge of the work, inspected all 
the features of the enterprise.

Adjoining the reservoirs is the pump 


In the llrst place, a thirty-inch pipe Is 
sunk to a. depth of forty feet. Inside ' 
that pipe, a slxteen-inch pipe is sunk to 
a depth of forty-uour feet. The space 
between these two pipes Is filled with ' 
cement, and then inside the sixtocn-inch 
pipe is sunk a twelve-inch pipe which 
Is put down to a depth of 175 feet.

of the fruit crops. Reports come from 
Fresno county that raisin grapes have 
been seriously affected, and that hard- 
Jy more than half a crop can be ex- 
pected from a very large area in that 
county. The first reports are generally 
modified by subsequent ones of a more 
favorable character. Last 
year the 


Fresno raisin men had a larger product 
thui they could sell at any margin oC 
profit. Perhaps the thinning: out of the 
grape crop in that county by 30 to 40 
per cent, would not be much of a cal- 
emlty, provided the thinning process 
were evenly distributed. 
. It'Is .not unusual to have a succes- 


sion of frosts >ln April, reaching over to 
the first week in May. The frosts on 
Sunday morning 
and this morning 


•were probably att severe as any during 
the present month. At Cloverdale the 
mercury on'Sunday morning dropped 
to 30 degrees. Fruits Just going out of 
blossom, especially grapes, 
cannot 


•land ihat degree of cold. Thei: will 
probably be reports of damages to 
m»ny small fruits. But after all this 
baa been taken Into account; there Is 
every prospect that as much fruit will 
be produced In California this year as 
the growers can flnd a. profitable mark- 
et for at home or abroad.

In the last struggle with 
Austria, the- Hungarians were defeated 
in the attempt to establish absolute 
Independence. The two crowns were 
united, or rather the two kingdoms, 
with separate crowns, and under ono 
federation. The Emperor of Austria 
Is the King of Hungary, and as such is 
only accepted by that nation as a legi- 
timate ruler after he has accepted the 
Hungarian crown and has taken the 
oath of loyalty to that nation. 


Austro-Hungary 
Is an anomaly In 


the governments of Ruropc. But the 
two countries prosper In -this relation. 
There are two separate nationalities, 
two languages and two local legisla- 
tures. The Hungarians have .jr("««rvr«d 
the name Identity and the same strong 
national features that wer<- character- 
istic of them under thtilr own separate 
kings. The most notable fact Is that 
Hungary after a, thousand years should 
exist nt all with the same unconquer- 
able love of liberty .

There Is n jrnnenil boiler that the great- 


er strength and dexterity of the i-lftht side 
of the hody Is based more on habit ami 
Imitation thun on any Inherent dlffeience 
between the two sides. In an IntfrestinK 
article in Chambers' Magazine ^January). 
I>r. R. A. Lundle tells us Oiat tills IK not 
rsnclly the ease. It Is often the ca«- that 
tvpen tlie body possesses two similar or- 
irans. one of them shall do most of the. 
work, while the other Is pe'rfec'tly citpabli 
of beintr trained to take Its place should 
the occasion arise, lie advises tho training 
of the left bond, therofoie, at the outset, 
although he acknowledges Iliac the pref- 
erential use of the right hand !s based on 
natural reasons. Says Dr. J^undlo: 


•;in all communities, left handed indi- 


viduals seem to occur. In somewhat vary- 
ing proportion*. Amon^ ourselves, about 
one In fifty Is said to'bo left handed. There 
is no doubt from frequent experience that 
the peculiarity is hereditary, so that wo 
could not be much surprised if a race 
were met In which left humledness was 
the rule and not tho exception. Yet the 
reversal of so general a law as that of 
prevalent right handcdnt-ss would need to 
foe established by very conclusive evi- 
dence: and, though statements have been 
made as to a preponderance of left hand- 
ed Individuals In various parts of the 
"world, none of them are supported by such 
cnreful anil prolonged observation of fact." 
as would he necessary for their unhcsltat- 
In'K acceptance. 


"One of the prevailing Ideas about right 


)>andedness Is that it Is merely a matter 
of training, and that left handed Individ- 
irnls have breome so cither from want of 
care on the part of nurses and parents. 
or from Imitation of some older person.

"It Is thus clear that there are two or- 


frans or portion.-, of the brain capable of 
oontrolllnn npeech: and thnt under ordi- 
nary circumstances only one of them Is 
trained to do .so. the other lylnfr fallow.

"Here, then. Is a singularly complete 


analogy to 
i],<. preferential nne of the 


rlKht hand; there are two sets of organs 
either of which may be used for speech 
one on each side of the hraln. hut only 
those upon one side aie trained: only they 
have the education carried out 'which 


( makes them effective. 
Vet, if the edu- 


, cat.-d l.,.|,t«.rs an- uo damaged as to lose 
| their functions, the ot>»-r.« can b« trained 


to take their place. So we have two hands, 
either of which muy be trained for the 
performance of delicate movements: yet 
In most of us. only one of them has been 
so trained; the other remains compara- 
tively awkward and Inactive, unless acci- 
dent compels It to try to take the place of 
the uduc.ited hand. 


"A striklnp; analogy, hut It Is more than 


an analogy. \\'f have said that the act- 
ive speech center Is that on the left side- 
and thiH is the case In the great majority 
of individuals. Hut occasionally it is found 
that the right, and not the left side of Ihe 
hraln, has been educated as regards 
speech. When this Is the case. It is alwavs 
found that the Individual has been left 
handed. Whatever, then. Is the cause of 
right hamledness. it Is closely associated 
with left bralnedness. if we may use 
the expression, not only for the compara- 
tively coarse movement:) of the hand, but 
for the line adjustments of windpipe 
tongue, lips, etc.. which produce articulate 
speech, and the far liner machinery within 
the hraln Itself which registers our stores 
of words." 


Hut although Dr. Lundl* thus connects 
right handeUness and left handedness with 
anatomical and physiological facts 
In- 


stead of regarding It as an accident or 
the result or training, he does not recom- 
mend that wo should leave the olher hand 
altogether helpless. He gives the follow- 
ing excellent advice on this point: 


"When n ohlKl displays a decided pref- 


erence for the use of the left hand. It is 
as we have seen, useless to make forcible 
efforts to suppress it. By all means, let 
the right hand bo trained In writing In 
using knife and spoon at table, and in as 
many actions usually right handed as can 
be easily superintended. But the uso of 
the left on other occasions should not be 
prevented: this will only diminish Its 
training and Its aptitude without greatly 
Increasing the dexterity of the rig-In. 


"There seorns to be no good reason why 


right handed people should not attain 
some of the ambidexterity which Is usu- 
ally the privilege only of the left handed 
A little trouble oxiwmled In practicing 
•with the left hand, a.i well as the right 
throwing, drawing and other common 
movements requiring skill, would be re- 
warded hy a much Increased usefulness 
of that generally neglected member. If 
there Is a natural preference for the right 
hand. It is probable that no amount of 
practice would make the left equally ex- 
port in actions thnt have once been well 
acquired by the right. But the experience 
of the'left handed seems to show that it 
Is well worth while for the right handed 
to give more attention to their despised 
left hands than they usually do."-
